Nueva desilusión por reforma migratoria

El proyecto de ley de re- 
forma migratoria sufrió un jaque 
mate en el Senado, donde por 
segunda vez en un mes los le- 
gisladores rechazaron limitar el 
debate y proceder a su votación 
definitiva. 

Con un resultado final de 46 
votos a favor y 53 en contra de 
limitar el debate a 30 horas, ka 
iniciativa se quedó muy lejos -14 
escaños- de lograr los 60 sufra- 
gios necesarios para superar este 
obstáculo. Entre los opositores 
a la propuesta de reforma hubo 
tanto republicanos, 37, como 
demócratas, 15. 

El proyecto, que contaba 
con el apoyo del Presidente de 
Estados Unidos, George W. 
Bush, queda sin más posibili- 
dades de salir adelante, ya que 
el líder de la mayoría demócrata, 
Harry Reid, dijo que retiraría la 
iniciativa si no lograba los votos 
necesarios. 

Esta es la segunda ocasión 
en la que el pleno del Senado 
vota en contra de limitar el 
debate sobre esta reforma, dado 
que hace tan sólo 20 días, el 
7 de junio, ya sufrió el mismo 
revés, entonces por 45 votos a 
favor y 50 en contra. Después 
de la votación, Bush reaccionó 
inmediatamente, al considerar 
una “decepción” el resultado. 

“Muchos de nosotros hemos 
trabajado duramente para ver si 
nos poníamos de acuerdo, pero 
no ha funcionado”, lamentó el 
jefe de la Casa Blanca, quien 
agregó que los estadounidenses 
“entienden que la actual situa- 
ción es insostenible”. 

Por su parte, Reid, visible- 
mente afectado por la derrota, 
agradeció a todos los senadores 
que habían trabajado en este 
proyecto su esfuerzo y concluyó 
que la lección para todos debe 
ser que tienen “que trabajar más 
estrechamente juntos”. 

Los legisladores de am- 
bos lados habían destacado 
durante el debate previo que 
si el proyecto no pasaba este 
corte, no habría otra posibilidad 
igual para mejorar el sistema 
migratorio del país, que data 
de 1986, cuando se aprobó una 
amnistía para unos tres millones 
de indocumentados. 

Las consecuencias de la 
votación de serán importantes, 
ya que no es probable que se re- 
tome el proyecto antes de 2009, 
cuando se habrá instalado otro 
presidente en la Casa Blanca y 
formado un nuevo Congreso.

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Falta de fondos perjudica 
preparación de enfermeras

Los Ángeles (EFE) — Cali- 
fornia necesita más personal para 
trabajar en enfermería, pero debido 
a la falta de fondos en las escuelas 
existe una lista de espera de varios 
años para que los estudiantes pue- 
dan comenzar a prepararse en esta 
carrera. 

A principios de la década de 
1990 “los hospitales comenzaron 
a reducir los costos reemplazando 


a las enfermeros registradas, que - 


eran mejor pagadas, por asistentes 
de enfermería que ganaban salario 
mínimo”, explicó Donna Gerber, di- 
rectora de relaciones con el gobierno 
de la Asociación de Enfermeras de 
California (CNA). 

El personal en los hospitales 
fue recargado de trabajo “y menos 
estudiantes buscaban estudiar en- 
fermería, porque era un trabajo que 
no muchos querían hacer, por eso 
muchas escuelas cerraron”, reveló. 

En 1999, con asesoría de la 
CNA, el Gobernador de Califor- 
nia, Gray Davis, pasó una ley que 
limitaba el número de pacientes 
atendidos por cada enfermero y 
eso aumentó la necesidad de traba- 
jadores de la salud graduados. 

“Lo que necesitamos son más 
escuelas de enfermería”, dijo Marie 
Cowan, decana de la escuela de en- 
fermería de la Universidad de Cali- 
fornia en Los Ángeles (UCLA). 

Cowan explicó que en Cali- 
fornia solamente un 6% de los 
profesionales de enfermería gra- 
duados es latino, a pesar de que el 
35.2% de los californianos son de 
origen hispano. Cowan indicó que 
para tener una idea de la necesidad, 
“para el año académico 2007 hubo 
1,134 solicitantes; pero la escuela 
de enfermería solamente tiene cupo 
para 50 estudiantes”. 

El resto se sumará a los 17,000 
estudiantes que en California están 
en una lista de espera, de hasta tres 
años, hasta que haya espacio en los 
centros de estudio. : 

Recientemente, LA Health 
Care Plan, una organización sub- 
contratista de seguros de salud, donó 
tres millones de dólares para abrir 
un nuevo programa de enfermería 
en el Centro Médico Olive View de 
la UCLA. : 

“Solamente en el condado de 
Los Angeles hacen falta. 10,000 
enfermeras y ese número se in- 
crementa al pasar el tiempo”, dijo 
Elaine Batchlor, Jefa de médicos de 
LA Health Care Plan. 

En 2005 el Gobernador de Cali- 
fornia, Arnold Schwarzenegger, con 
la ayuda del sector privado anunció 
una iniciativa, de 90 millones de 
dólares, para crear más cupos en las 
escuelas de enfermería. 

Pero según Leticia Barajas, 
decana de asuntos académicos de 
la escuela de enfermería del Colegio 


“Los Ángeles Trade Tech (LATTC),

70,000 dólares anuales”, dijo Bara- 
jas quien comparó que debido a la 
experiencia o grados de maestría 
los potenciales profesores de enfer- 
mería ganan desde 110.00 dólares 
anuales en los nosocomios. 

“Por eso muchos enfermeros 
experimentados prefieren seguir 
trabajando en los hospitales en vez 
de dar clases”, reveló. 

Mientras tanto, para llenar

Carl Shusterman, abogado de 
inmigración, quien ha asesorado 
a 6,500 enfermeras, mayoritaria- 
mente de Filipinas, dijo que lo que 
se necesita es “abrir más escuelas 
de enfermería en California; pero 
mientras tanto hay que traer enfer- 
meras de otros países”. 

“En Filipinas hay bastantes 
escuelas de enfermería que proveen 
de personal a Europa, Arabia Saudí 
y EE.UU.”, destacó Shusterman, 
cuya esposa es filipina. “En Filipi- 
nas una enfermera gana 150 dólares

munity Together (P.A.C.T.) East 
Side Union High School District 
(E.S.U.H.D.) elected officials, 
community members and local 
students aged 6-17 gathered at a 
press conference on Friday June 
22, in front of James Lick High 
School to announce their com- 
mitment to attack the California 
drop out crisis. - 

According to P.A.C.T. the 
California school drop out rate is 
up to 30%. Of the Latino students 
who do graduate from Santa Clara 
County high schools, nearly 80% 
are not qualified to enter the Uni- 
versity of California or California 
State Universities. 

E.S.U.H.D. is one of Califor- 
nia’s largest districts with over 18 
high schools and nearly 25,000 
students of which 45% are Latino 
therefore it can serve as a model 
for other large cities to emulate 
and has developed three programs 
to attack the drop out crisis. The 
Summer Transition Opportunity 
Program (S.T.O.P.) identifies 700 
entering freshmen as students who 
need extra guidance. Community 
Day School, an alternative educa- 
tion program to keep students in 
school and get drop outs back on 
track. As well as the Academic 
Master Plan whose goals seek to 
improve instructional programs, 
and increase student achieve- 
ment. 

Madai Robles, a student 
who emigrated from Mexico with 
her parents at the age of seven, 
spoke at the conference about 
her experience in the local public 
school system saying, “The older 
I became the more doors got shut 
and locked with chains.” 

Madai chose to leave her 
school to enroll at Pathfinder char- 
ter high school from which she

CIA reveals how it tried to 
have Castro assassinated 


Washington — The CIA revealed the details of an 
attempt to assassinate Fidel Castro, among other abuses 
perpetrated by that agency between 1950 and 1975. 

The assassination attempt is described in docu- 
ments known as the “family jewels” that were declas- 
sified Tuesday by the CIA. 

As described in close to 700 pages of documents, 
in 1960 the intelligence agency wanted to use the re- 
puted Las Vegas mobster Johnny Roselli to kill Castro 
in a “gangster-type action.” 

At that time CIA official Richard Bissell got in 
touch with Col. Sheffield Edwards, head of the agency’s 
Office of Security, to find out whether he had any 
contacts who could help out with “a sensitive mission” 
targeting Fidel Castro. 

An intermediary, Robert Maheu, discussed the idea 
with Roselli at New York’s Hilton Plaza hotel. 

Maheu told the supposed mobster that he had been 
contracted by a company suffering big economic losses 
due to measures Castro was taking in Cuba and that its 
management was ready to pay $150,000 to eliminate 
the Cuban president. 

“It was to be made clear to Roselli that the United 
States government was not, and should not, become 
aware of this operation,” one of the declassified docu- 
ments said. 

Roselli was initially uninterested, but later put 

. Maheu in touch with mob bosses Momo Salvatore 
Giancana and Santos Trafficant, both on the FBI’s 
most-wanted list. 

Giancana, who called himself Sam Gold, sug- 
gested that killing Castro with firearms could cause 
problems and suggested slipping him some kind of pill 
in his food or drink. 

Half a dozen pills of “high lethal content” were 
given to Juan Orta, a Cuban official who had received 
payoffs from gambling interests and who had ties with 
Castro.

The series of almost 700 documents was written 30 
years ago, when then-CIA director James Schlesinger 
asked his employees in one of the letters declassified 
that they tell him of any past or present activities “which 
might be construed to be outside the legislative charter 
of this agency.” 

In an article published Monday in the Cuban 
Communist Party daily Granma, Castro accused U.S. 
President George W. Bush of “authorizing and order- 
ing” his killing. 

Castro, without offering any specifics, alleged in 
the long article that Bush was following a plan prepared 
even before he became president in 2001. 

“It is really a mystery identifying those responsible 
for the hundreds of attempts on my life. All the direct 
and indirect forms of causing my death were used,” 
Castro, who the Cuban government contends has been 
the target of more than 600 attempts on his life, said. 

Fidel Castro, who turned over power temporarily 
to his brother, Raul, nearly a year ago due to an intes- 
tinal illness, has published a steady stream of articles 
on various issues since March.<>

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Alarm in 
Guatemala over 
child-stealing 


Guatemala City (EFE) — The increase in child-stealing in Gua- 
temala has caused alarm among the public and put authorities on alert, 
believing as they do that the stolen kids are being put up for illegal 
adoptions abroad and possibly even put to other more heinous uses. 

Nidia Aguilar, who handles children's issues in the office of the 
national ombudsman, told reporters that so far this year authorities have 
received 230 complaints of child-stealing. 

“We believe that organized bands are involved who dedicate 
themselves to stealing children for sexual exploitation or to put them 
up for illegal adoptions abroad,” Aguilar said. 

In the majority of the cases, she said, “the children are torn from 
the arms of their mothers, or abducted when they are entering or leav- 
ing (their) schools.” 

“We have also received complaints that some children are stolen | 
for (their) ... vital organs (which are removed and) afterwards are trans- 
ferred to other people,” said Aguilar, but she noted that authorities do 
not have specific evidence of that possibility. 

“We don't want to torment the parents, but we have received 
complaints of that kind,” she said. 

On June 15, in the southeastern province of Chiquimula, the 
body of a 9-year-old girl was found with the heart and other organs 
removed. 

Residents of the area beat up two women and lynched a third, all 
of whom they accused of having abducted the child, but the authori- 
ties still have not determined the motive for the bizarre murder or the 
identities of those responsible for the girl’s death.<=>

Caracas (EFE) — La escritora 
mexicana Elena Poniatowska, con 
su Obra “El tren pasa primero”, ganó 
el Premio Internacional de Novela 
Rómulo Gallegos, uno de los más 
importantes de Hispanoamérica, que 
se concede cada dos años a la mejor 
Obra escrita en castellano. 

El Presidente del Jurado del 
Premio Rómulo Gallegos, el escritor 
venezolano Luis Britto, destacó “la 
densidad temática y estilística” de 
la novela, publicada por la editorial 
Alfaguara, que “combina con rara 
maestría la tensión poética con 
un lenguaje certero y coloquial, y 
la austeridad descriptiva”. En el 
comunicado del jurado, que leyó 
Luis Britto, se destaca que el libro 
constituye “una epopeya colectiva 
por la dignificación del trabajador, 
mediante la reconstrucción ficcional 
de hechos reales”. 

A título personal, Britto agregó 
que el Rómulo Gallegos galardona 
a “una gran escritora en lengua 
castellana”.

Poniatowska, de 75 años, pe- 
riodista y escritora mexicana, cuenta 
con seis novelas en su haber, entre 
ellas “La piel del cielo”, ganadora 
del Premio Alfaguara de Novela 
2001. 


Entre sus éxitos literarios se 
encuentra “La Noche de Tlatelolco” 
(1971), una crónica que narra la 
represión que el gobierno mexicano 
hizo durante un mitin estudiantil en 
la Plaza de las Tres Culturas el 2 de 
octubre del año 1968.

En esta XV Edición del Premio 
se inscribieron 43 obras de autores 
mexicanos, 26 de españoles y el 
resto de escritores de Argentina, 
Bolivia, Chile, Colombia, Costa 
Rica, Cuba, Ecuador, Honduras, Ni- 
caragua, Panamá, Perú, Puerto Rico, 
República Dominicana, Uruguay y 
Venezuela. 

Las 228 obras participantes 
fueron escritas y publicadas en

El premio fue creado en 1964 
por el entonces presidente venezo- 
lano, Raúl Leoni, para honrar la obra 
de Gallegos, autor del clásico “Doña 
Bárbara” y también jefe de Estado 
de este país.

Diversos distritos escolares, 
centros de asistencia social y otras 
instituciones apoyan el trabajo de las 
Plazas Comunitarias. También hay 
grupos que se oponen a la educación 
del migrante en su propio idioma, 
Por ello los esfuerzos de las Plazas 
Comunitarias deben redoblarse para 
demostrar que la comunidad tiene en 
éstos centros un medio inmejorable 
para asimilarse a su nuevo entorno 
y estudiar el idioma inglés.

Con objeto de apoyar a las Pla- 
zas Comunitarias y a otras institu- 
ciones educativas y organizaciones 
sociales que cuentan con programas 
de educación para adultos el Gobier- 
no de México inició un programa de 
apoyo económico en 2005 llamado 
“Becas IME” o “IME-Becas”. El 
Congreso mexicano asignó 10 mi- 
llones de pesos para desarrollar el 
programa a través de un convenio 
de cooperación con la Universidad 
de California, con la que se creó un 
fideicomiso y un sistema para otor- 
gar dichos recursos a instituciones y 
programas que apoyan la educación 
y superación de los inmigrantes 
mexicanos.

Chinese automaker plans 
assembly plant in Mexico 


Mexico (EFE) — China's ZX 
Auto and U.S.-based Chamco Auto- 
motive signed a letter of intent for 
the installation of an assembly plant 
for Chinese SUVs and pickup trucks 
in this northern border city. 

The plan calls for the two firms 
to invest $400 million over the next 
five years. 

The plant will create 5,000 
new jobs in the state of Baja Cali- 
fornia and will produce an as yet 
undetermined number of SUVs and 
pickups, said ZX Auto President 
Robert Yu and Chamco CEO Wil- 
liam Pollack, 

According to the agreement, 
ZX Auto will manufacture the ve- 
hicles and Chamco Automotive will 
distribute them throughout North 

rica. 

As witness of honor, Baja Cali- 
fornia Gov. Eugenio Elorduy said 
that the installation of the Chinese 
company in his state was decided 
during the last promotional visit of 
his government to China. 

It signifies “an unprecedented 


move because it is the first time 
the Chinese automotive industry 
has invested in the Americas,” the 
governor said. 

The vehicles to be assembled 
in the plant will be of “Chinese 
design,” Elorduy said. 

The governor added that in 
Baja California, automobile compa- 
nies “can find the qualified person- 
nel they need for their operations, as 
well as the infrastructure necessary 
and the strategic location that allow 
for the successful growth of their 
companies.” 

Chamco Automotive, head- 
quartered in New Jersey, imports 
and distributes Chinese vehicles 
into the United States, Canada and 
Mexico. 

ZX Auto, founded in 1992, 
sells several vehicle models such as 
Landmark vans as well as Grandtiger 
and Admiral pickups. 

The company employs 2,800 
people and has an annual produc- 
tion capacity of some 110,000 
vehicles.<>

This real- 
ity puts individuals in charge of 
recognizing scams in order to avoid 
becoming a victim. 

A common means of fraud is 
through telemarketing. While many 
are quick to hang up on telemar- 
keters, many more are not, giving 
the perpetrators of fraud a chance 
to humanize themselves in their 
potential victims” eyes while doing 
everything they can to get you to 
divulge personal information they 
can later use for illicit activity. 

Such telemarketing scams are 
common, says the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation (FBI), which of- 
fers these warning signs of possible 
telemarketing fraud as well as other 
schemes you might fall victim to. 

Warning signs 

* “Act now or the offer won't 
stand.” No investment is a good 
investment if you haven't carefully 
thought it through. Anyone trying to 
pressure you to make a snap judge- 
ment should not be trusted. 

* “You don't need any com- 
pany information” or “I'll get back 
to you with that at a later date.” Yes, 
you do need company information 
before you make any donations or 
investments. 

Many fake charities blossom 
in the wake of tragedies, preying on 
people in a giving mood. 

any of these types of scams 
try and get you to donate over the 
phone, saying they're so busy at the 
moment they’ll have to get back to 
you but your immediate donation 
could go a long way. Never trust 
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Recognizing fraud before it’s too late 


Many people fall victim to fraudulant telemarketing schemes, giving away 
personal information over the phone or signing away money on the spot. 
Always think twice about giving money to any person who calls you up out

The FBI knows many of these 
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scams can be tough to avoid. And

mind, here are some other common 
schemes the FBI warns about. 

Potencial scams to avoid 

* Nigerian Letter or “419” 
Fraud. Though it's hard for most 
law-abiding citizens to fall for this 
scheme since it involves money 
laundering, people have succumbed 
to it before. 

Typically, potential victims 
receive a letter in the mail from a 
so-called “government official” who 
is trying to illegally transfer money 
out of Nigeria. 

The letter asks for bank ac- 
count numbers, any individual 
blank letterhead and other personal 
information along with a request 
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for financial assistance, all with the 
promise of a large return once the 
money is safely out of Nigeria. 

In reality, the large sum of 
money does not exist, and by the 
time victims realize this, they’re 
left with no one to turn to and 
more often than not emptied bank 
accounts. 

The FBI notes, as well, that 
some victims have even been lured 
to Nigeria, where they have been 
incarcerated by a government that is 
not too pleased that they tried to em- 
bezzle money out of the country. 

* Identity theft. A stolen wal- 
let could be all a criminal needs to 
get the ball rolling on stealing your 
identity. In addition, the Internet has 
opened the door for many a criminal 
to steal be identity, creating a feel- 
ing of helplessness for those who 
have been victimized.

Infarto 

La Asociación Americana del 
Corazón (American Heart Associa- 
tion) enfatiza en que muchas perso- 
nas no reconocen de inmediato los 
síntomas de un infarto. Los infartos 
comienzan de forma ligera y lenta, 
con dolores o malestares que dejan 
pensando a quien los experimenta 
en qué les ocurre. En general, el 
dolor en el pecho es el síntoma 
más común en hombres y mujeres.

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Con frecuencia, la rapidez en que un ser querido, como un conyuge, responda 
a los sintomas de infarto, derrame cerebral o paro cardiaco, determinan la 
seriedad de los daños. 


lestar en la región central del pecho 
con varios minutos de duración o de 
forma intermitente es una señal de 
alerta de un infarto. Con frecuencia, 
la sensación de presión incómoda, 
llenura u opresión, caracterizan el 
dolor en el pecho asociado al infarto 
cardiaco. 

- Falta de aire. Puede ocurrir 
con o sin dolor en el pecho, por 
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lo que no debemos asumir que su 
aparición sin compañía de otros sín- 
tomas, no debe tomarse en serio. 

- Malestar en la parte superior 
del cuerpo. El dolor se siente en uno 
o ambos brazos, espalda, mandíbula, 
o incluso en el estómago. 

Derrame cerebral 

Una respuesta rápida en caso 
de derrame es especialmente im- 
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portante, pues mientras más demore 
el reconocimiento y acción ante el 
mismo, mayores riesgos de parálisis 
y pérdida de funciones cerebrales se 
producirán a diferencia de algunos 
trastornos cardiacos, los síntomas de 
derrame se caracterizan a menudo 
por el carácter súbito de su natu- 
raleza. 

Entre los indicadores comunes, 
según la Asociación Americana 
de Derrame Cerebral (American 
Stroke Association) figuran los 
siguientes: 

- Súbito entumecimiento o 
debilidad: Puede afectar el rostro, 
brazo o pierna, así como un lado 
del cuerpo. 

- Confusión súbita: Las vícti- 
mas del derrame se sienten súbita- 
mente confundidos, y pudieran 
confrontar dificultades en el habla

- Dificultades de visión: Como 
ya se ha señalado, pueden ocurrir 
de forma súbita. y afectar uno o 
ambos ojos. 

- Dificultad para mantenerse 
de pie: Los mareos y dificultades 
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súbitas para caminar debido a la 
pérdida de coordinación o equilibrio 
son comunes en estos casos. 

- Dolores súbitos de cabeza: 
Su aparición es inesperada, por lo 
que se debe llamar inmediatamente 
a una ambulancia. 

Paro cardiaco 

Debido a lo súbito de su natura- 
leza, los síntomas de paro cardiaco 
deben ser del conocimiento de los 
familiares de personas que confron- 
tan problemas del corazón. Entre los 
síntomas de paro cardiaco figuran 
los siguientes: 

- Pérdida de capacidad de res- 
puesta: Es súbita y la persona que la 
padece no responde a la acción de 
tocarle el hombro. 

- Respiración anormal: Los 
patrones de respiración cambian 
totalmente, y la víctima no puede 
respirar con normalidad aunque le 
levanten la cabeza. 

En caso de ocurrencia de cual- 
quiera de los síntomas menciona- 
dos, siempre es menor precaver 
que lamentar.

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When should my child start school? 


MS — When should my 
child start school? Many parents 
wrestle with this exact question 
as they slowly come upon their 
child’s birthday and the accepted 
age when they can enter kinder- 
garten. 

In many states in the U.S. a 
child who reaches age 5 before 
the cutoff for kindergarten regis- 
tration or another district-set date 
is eligible to begin. Therefore, 
many parents begin their child’s 
school career at this time. In fact, 
according to a Baby Center/Parent 
Center Web site poll, 63 percent 
of polled parents felt that children 
were ready for kindergarten at age 
5, and 54 percent of respondents 
had enrolled their child at age 5. 

However, there are many 
other children who have been 
in school two or more years by 
the time they reach kindergarten, 
having been enrolled in pre-school 
programs. Other children have 
been on the road to school much 
longer, having spent considerable 
time in a daycare/school environ- 
ment program since they were 
born. On the flip side, there are 
those parents who choose to 
wait until their child is 6 before 
introducing any form of school. 
So who is right? 

It’s generally up to frefer- 
ence. Some experts believe that 
a child should not be pushed into 
school just because he or she 
reaches a specific age. It is argued 
that chronological age and de- 
velopmental age are two entirely 
different things. Meaning a child 
may be chronologically ready for 
school at age 5, but emotionally 
and developmentally not ready. 
The opposite also holds true. 

Studies on the effect of age 
at the time of kindergarten admit- 
tance are varied across the U.S. 
and in other parts of the world. 
Finnish children, for example, 
often begin kindergarten at age 
7. There has been no evidence 
that starting later has restricted 
learning ability, and in later grades 
most students are on par with oth- 
ers who began earlier. 

In a study published in the 
Journal of Educational Research, 
“Summer Birth Date Children: 
Kindergarten Entrance Age and 
Academic Achievement,” Sandra 
L. Crosser compared academic 
achievement indices of seventh 
through ninth graders who en- 
tered kindergarten at age 5 with 
indices of similar children who 
entered at age 6. A summary of 
the findings said that there were 
significant statistical differences 
that favored older males and 
females, especially in reading for 
older males. 

But in “The Effect of a Child’s 
Age at School Entrance on Read- 
ing Readiness and Achievement 
Test Scores,” report scores from 
Metropolitan Reading Readiness 
Tests and the Iowa Tests of Basic 
Skills indicated no significant 
differences between Sample A, 
(younger students who were 
between the ages of 4 years 11 
months and 5 years 4 months 
when entering kindergarten) and 
Sample B (older students who 


were between the ages of 5 years 5 
months and 6 years 1 month). 
Many educators agree that 
the decision to place a child in 
school should depend more on the 
child’s developmental readiness 
and not chronological age. It has 
also been found that kindergarten 
teachers, for example, place less 
emphasis on the importance of 
prior knowledge of academic 
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skills for children entering kin- 
dergarten than parents. Many 
parents assume their child should 
already know the alphabet, num- 
bers and be able to use writing 
implements. 

Therefore, use your child's 
readiness cues in determining 
when is the right time for school 
to start. <>

Cuando nazca el bebé, pro- 
porcióneles oportunidades a sus 
hijos para que se relacionen entre 
sí y creen un ambiente acogedor. 
Ayude a sus hijos mayores a sentirse 
importantes, diciéndole cómo hacen 
que el bebito se sonría. Ofrézcale al 
niño mayor un animalito de peluche 
o muñeco para que lo cuide y haga 
las mismas cosas que usted.

Esto le enseñará la alegría y la 
responsabilidad de ser un hermano 
mayor, con lo que disfrutará de 
la oportunidad de hacer más ac- 
tividades “como los grandes”.
